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A Tantalizing Prospect 


There is the tantalizing prospect that we may be able 
to have our cake and eat it too! 
Weekend developments led to the Board of Selectmen’s 


withdrawal Monday of the 


Warrant article pushing for 


acquisition of the Killorin property on Main St. and substi- 
tution of the possibility that the town may yet be able to 
put its new municipal office building on the site of the 
old Square and Compass Club. 

Some at Town Meeting chose to interpret the Board’s 
last minute request for a delay in action that would have 
finalized location of the town hall as a sign of indecision. 


Not so. 


Anyone who has followed the deliberations of the 
Selectmen in their consideration of a site knows that 
virtually every conversation turned at some point to the 
seeming futility and impracticality of further thoughts 
about the Elm Square property earmarked for construction 
of the Standard International Building. 

For long after it seemed significant, the Planning Board 
was stubborn in its preference for the lost site and a hard 
core of interested citizens persistant in their berating of 
earlier officials for shortsightedness in letting the loca- 
tion slip through their fingers. 

Despite preferences, however, the Board made its move 
to go after the Killorin property and put the Town Hall on 
or adjacent to the municipal parking lot. Why? Because it 
seemed seizure of a property established as the site for a 
million dollar development would certainly lead to a costly 
court case, and because it was reluctant to pluck what 
could be a tasty, tax producing plum. 

Now the town has a second chance at the plot, if it 
wants it. And it is upon this axis that the upcoming dis- 
cussion of Danton Realty’s offer should revolve. 

Make no mistake, it will take money to create the sort 
of ageless setting for a town hall that many envision at 
Elm Square, probably upwards of $200,000 if you lump in 
the cost of relocating High Street and acquiring the 
Barnard Elms property which sits overlooking the small 
town-owned park at the juncture of High, Elm and Main 


Streets. 


Granted, it is not absolutely necessary to relocate High 
Street or take the Barnard Elms site. There is room for a 
town hall right where the Square and Compass Club sat. 
But if the idea is to establish a focal point for a revital- 


ized Center, one 


“idyllic” 


enough to stimulate face 


lifting all along Main Street, then these two moves are 


requisite to the project. 


What this sort of thing is worth to the townspeople must 
be the determining factor in whether or not to pursue the 
Danton offer. This.is what the Selectmen must concern 
themselves with and what the residents must speak out 
about in debating the pros and cons of sticking to the 
Shaw property or switching to the Square. 

Idle speculation about ‘‘What’s in it for John Davidson 
and Phideas Dantos?’’ will not lead to a straight line 
decision about the central issue: Where do we want our 


Town Hall? 


We have a top-notch town counsel to protect our in- 
terests in assessing the legalities and the fairness of the 


deal proposed.

what is now the municipal parking 
lot for some other purpose and 
leave his tenants high and dry, A 
longer lease would be unrealistic, 
he said, since it is impossible now 
to predict just how the town will 
develop, 

Davidson made it clear that he 
would prefer outright purchase of 
the extra land he needed to make 
the Killorin location adequate to 
serve the million dollar building 
his company plans, But competi- 
tive bidding would be a legal re- 
quirement, eliminating the cer- 
tainty of Danton acquisition, 

Asked why he and Dantos are 
willing to release a prime, mid- 
town location, Davidson gave twé 
reasons, the first involving a busi= 
ness advantage, 

As of this moment, Davidson 
believes his firm would have less 
trouble filling first floor retail or 
commercial space in a building 
located in the post office-shopping 
center - parking lot area, This is, 
he said, a short term decision 
because he fully expects the other 
end of town to develop as a more 
attractive retail center in the next 
10 years, 

The second reason: knowing the 
expressed preference of many offi- 
cials for the Elm St, site, the 
pair feels it is something they 
would like to do for the town if 
the trade doesn’t cost them any- 
thing, This includes the right to
